be a ‘Wallace Building’? in a 
conspicuous spot on each cole 
lege campus and on many high 
school grounds it could have a 
tremendous effect upon Wal- 
lace’s reported dreams of es- 
tablishing the so-called ‘Wal- 
lace dynasty’. Future genera- 
tions and future voters would 
daily pass within range of a 
building named not for a long 
deceased public figure but fora 
live politico. 

Wallace may lose the po- 
pularity he now holds and it 
won’t be easy to chop out the 
names of Wallace on so many 
buildings. And again Wallace 
may not be very proud of some 
of the places where his name 
appears. I can point out a park 
named in his honor that was 
built by State funds that is 
looking pretty shabby. Picnic 
tables are falling apart from not 
being built right in the first 
place, And, also, Alabama con- 
tinues down near the botton of 
the list in education which shows 
little sign of getting any better. 
In fact so many junior colleges 
are being built all over the 
State that it could lessen edu- 
cation in Alabama even more 
because there would not be 
enough money to take care of 
SO many more schools, and 
funds would be spread over such 
a large area that it could be- 
come mighty thin, indeed.

Rucker, Delta Company of 
the 92nd Engineer Battalion 
has constructed a ‘Viet 
Cong” village. 

The village covers two 
acres of ground marked 
with a stake fence, and 
contains six ‘‘Vietnamese”’ 
huts, one built high in the 
air on stilts, patterned 
after those of the Mon- 
tagard tribes in the high- 
lands of Vietnam, The other 
five are on the ground with 
earthen floors, thatched 
roofs and walls, The com- 
plex has two livestock pens, 
a water well and a small 
enclosure housing a 
“Buddhist shrine.”’ 

In keeping with realism, 
the engineers constructed 
a system of tunnels wind- 
ing under the village, con- 
necting each hut and pro- 
viding two underground 
escape routes outside the 
perimeter of the village. 
The tunnels, carefully ca- 
mouflaged with trapdoors 
inside each hut, are used 
by the Viet Congasa store- 
room for weapons as well 
as a means of escape. Each 
hut contains crude and 
primitive pieces of furni- 
ture, a low table and bed, 
the beds also serving to 
cover the tunnel entrances. 

In the center of the vil- 
lage, nestled high in the 
trees, the enterprising en- 


| .gineers have placed a roof- 


ed platform that serves as 
an observation post. Out~ 
side the fence (which orig- 
inally called for bamboo, 
but changed topine because 
of the shortage of bamboo 
in Alabama), a moat has 
been furrowed and embed- 
ded with sharpened 
“‘pungi’’ stakes, a method 
devised by the VC to dis- 
courage walking through 
moats,

planted to Vietnam, but is

License Plate 
Bill Introduced 
In Legislature 


There wa4as introduced 
in the July 26th special

HEARING DEFECTS 


Seventeen million 
Americans suffer from a 
hearing handicap. Ten per 
cent of school children have 
some degree of hearing de- 
fect. Present day efforts 
are directed to the preven- 
tion and surgical correc- 
tion of early hearing loss. 

It is estimated that one 
out of every ten persons 
suffers from otosclerosis. 
This is the formation of an 
overgrowth of spongy bone 
in the labyrinth or inner 
part of the ear. The bony 
growth prevents the 
Stapes or stirrup from vi- 
brating normally to trans- 
mit sound, 

Deafness due tothis fix- 
ation of the stapes was dis- 
covered as early as 1735, 
In 1938, more thantwo hun- 
dred years later, the fenes- 
tration operation was con- 
ceived. The fenestration 
operation forms an open- 
ing or window into the in- 
ner ear for the restoration 
of hearing in cases of oto- 
sclerosis. Fenestration is 
derived from the Latin 
word fenestratus, meaning 
furnished with windows. 

Just ten years ago, while 
testing for stapes fixation, 
an otologist accidently 
started the stapes to vi- 
brate; and the patient could 
hear quite well, although 
within a few months the 
stapes again became fixed. 

Other ear specialists 
decided that to avoid the 
refixation of the stapes, it 
should be removed entirely 
and could be replaced by a 
tiny polyethylene tube. As 
a result, bone continuity 


was re-established as well 
as the normal transmission 
of sound.

Free Food: Shortcut to 
Starvation 


PRESSURE is building up in 
high political circles, as well 

48 among church leaders, to take 
off all restraints 
on food produc- 
tion in our coun- 
try, and to use 
the resulting 
surplusses to an 
enormous pro- 
gram of supply- 
ing food to hun- 
&ry people 
throughout the 
world. It sounds 
good. it has 
great humani- 
tarian appeal. 
Dr. Rershuer But those who 
advocate it surely have not 

thought it through. 

In the first place, who would 
pay the farmers for their ef- 
forts? If this load should be 
placed upon taxpayers already 
struggling under the greatest 
weight of indebtedness that any 
people have ever borne, it would 
probably make our economy al- 
together unviable. 

If we expect the countries re- 
ceiving the food to pay it, we are 
deceiving ourselves, Most of the 
food we have already supplied 
has not been paid for, and their 
economies are already over- 
burdened. 

Furthermore, it is exceedingly 
dangerous to teach the people of 
any country, our own included 
that free food is available. That 
of itself is destructive to the 
economy of any nation we set out 
to help. It takes the emphasis off 
of local production, and teaches 
people to hope that any tempor- 
ary windfall that comes their 
way might be permanent. Mil- 
lions of people in our own coun- 
try have already been misled by 
that harmful and deceptive belief 
and practice. 

More importantly, if we supply 
more free food, the populations 
of the countries helped will grow 
even faster than the available 
food supply. All the food we could 
send would not keep pace with 
the ever-increasing number of 
mouths to consume it. 

The proposed action would be 
extremely cruel, as it would lead 
people everywhere to believe that 
some progress was being made 
toward solying the twin problems 
of insufficient food and mounting 
populations. 

Two things are necessary to 
solve this problem. The first is 
an insistant and thorough cam- 
paign to teach the people of the 
world to limit the size of their 
families. The second is to learn 
once and for all that socialism 
never has and never will produce 
food abundantly. 

If we try the program for a 
few years and cause the birth of 


an extra half billion people, these 
will eventually have to starve 
along with the others when the 
truth finally 


becomes evident 


that the proposal is impossible.

\ person 65 or older 
can qualify for both hos- 
pital and doctor bill in- 
surance $ven if he con- 
tinues to work full time or 
if has never worked 
under social security. If 
a person wants protection 
under the Doctor Bill part 
of Medicare to be effec- 
tive with the month he be- 
comes age 65, an appli- 
cation must be filed early 
Mr. Scott stated.
